The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the Examiner 
finds that the prior art does not teach or suggest the alkali or alkaline earth halogenides 
with the metal hydride compound in the mixture with the decomposition limitations as 
claimed, the following shaped sintered article produced by the mixture and method of 
forming which would have the characteristics of the produced phases.
